The Past Week. 

The commercial week which closed to-night has 
been remarkable in very few respects. If the 
local wholesale trade has varied at all frem an 
average it has rather fallen below than gone 
above. 

The conditien of the crops has prevented many 
farmers from coming into the city to procure 
supplies which they really need. The retail gro 
cery trade has also been dull, though it of course 
quickened to-day, as Saturday is tnvariably a | 
lively time for small purchasers and thyse who 
provide only for immediate family wants. The 
arrival of vegetables in abundance will affect the 
retail sale of groceries and in that way have an 
effect on local jobbing. 

A sort of depression is felt ia some circles on 
account ofthe rather gloomy crop prospects. 
Rains have, however, fallen in many parts of fhe 
state withio the last two days and the ontlook is 
more cheerful. It seems that the anticipations of 
the failure of the oat crop have not been at all ex- 
aggerated. This is a heavy blow to northern and 
middie Georgia where oats are largely depended 
on for live stock food. Speculations about tl, 
wheat crop are numerous and different. It seem. 
that it cannot fall below an average and by many 
it is put at an extraordinay figure. It is feared 
that the rains may fall heavily after the present 
drouth and materially damage the crep before it is 
gathered. A fail in flour will of course result from 
a large crep. It will bethree or four weeks before
